Congressman Lind’s bill provides 
that tile professor’s membership rn i 
the German Communist party prior 
to his expulsion by the party in 1926 
be overlooked, and Langerhans be | 
considered as having been lawfully 
admitted to the United States for 
permanent residence as of the date i 
of the enactm ent of the act.

He became involved, lie claim s, in 
communism in tile postwar Ger­ 
many of the early 1990’s. Aa a m em ­ 
ber of the party he took an anti- 
Mmccvn& ktstM in 1929: an d rn 192rr 
was expelled from the party because 
of his an ti-Bolshevik activities He 
engaged subsequently in anti-com ­ 
munist activities which he says he 
has continued for the past 20 years. 
Prof. Langerhans was co-editor of 
Mrs. Ruth Fischer's newsletter ’ Tile 
Network," and translated her book, 
“Stalin and German Communism."

The history of Prof. Langerhans’ 
case shows that he came to this 
country in 1941 He applied for an 
immigration visa in the fall of 1946, 
before his visitor’s visa expired, but 
was notified by the American con­ 
sulate in Montreal that he was not 
eligible for immigration, He then

James R Sharp, W ashington. D. C., 
to Attorney General Tom Clark for

waiver, 
requesting 
a 
hearing.

the secretary of state, and a pre­ 
liminary hearing held on August 3. 
1949, at Philadelphia 
“It seems ironical to me that I 
should be deported as a former com­ 
m unist 
from 
this country which 
long since became my second home, 
the more so since I could not return 
to my place of birth, which is situ­ 
ated in the now Russian controlled 
zone of Germ any,” Prof. Langerhans 
declared. “Under the present law 
the only way to adjust my status in 
toe United States is by a personal 
bill."

CARROLL SHOE 
BUSY AGAIN ON 
ARMY CONTRACT 


An Adams county m anufacturing 
plant. T he C arroll Shoe com pany of 
Littlestow n, w hich a little m ore than 
five years ago “re-converted” from 
war work to peacetim e production. 
is again turning out supplies for 
the arm y, m aking it one of the first 
in this section since the war to re­ 
convert again to tile m anufacture 
of war m aterial. 
Its 
present 
contract 
w ith 
the 
arm y, on w hich it began work Feb­ 
ruary I. calls for 10.000 raincoats 
This, according to R obert J. K en­ 
worthy. 
p la n t 
superintendent, 
is 
•‘peanuts’’ com pared w ith the orders 
filled during W orld W ar II, but only 
the forerunner of m uch larger o r­ 
ders if the present crisis continues 
and the arm y keeps increasing its 
personnel 
Served In Last W ar 
Tile C arroll Shoe com pany m ade 
approxim ately half a m illion ra in ­ 
coats, ponchos and parka suits for 
the arm ed forces during W orld W ar 
II At th e peak of production 1.150 
persons were em ployed in th e L it­ 
tlestown plant, and they turned out 
2.400 raincoats, 1.200 parka suits and 
3,000 ponchos a day 
The present force is not nearly 
th a t size—only 85 em ployes out of 
a total of 388 at Littlestow n and 54 
at the A rendtsville p lan t are work­ 
ing on the new w ar order But, re­ 
ferring to th e half m illion coats of 
a few years ago, Mr 
K enw orthy 
said: "If the necessity urlses, we 
can do it again ” T h at m eans giv­ 
ing up th e m anufacture of shoes 
and going “all o u t” on w ar orders. 
The conversion can be accom plished 
In a very short tim e, he added

Tile Taneytow n p lan t was rebuilt 
and is also engaged in w ar work, 
m aking rubbers for th e navy. 
The Littlestow n p lan t was one of 
the first to get the arm y and navy 
“E” w ith star, during W orld W ar 
II. 
Tile sam e m achinery is being used 
to m ake raincoats now th a t was 
used during W orld W ar II. but the 
coats are different. T hey are coated 
only on th e outside 
A synthetic 
known as neoprene w aterproofs the 
m aterial. Tests are severe 
If the 
m aterial w ithstands a w ater pres­ 
sure of 30 pounds and does not 
“leak,” it passes. 
Bolts of this w aterproof m aterial 
are 
received 
a t 
th e 
Littlestow n 
plant, cut from p attern s and seams 
vulcanized. T hey’ve got to be good 
to w ithstand arm y use. T he m aterial 
is the fam iliar arm y drab, known 
as O I-S. 
The C arroll Shoe compo ny is now 
turning out these raincoats at the 
rate of 300 a day. This production 
is in addition to between 6.300 and 
6,500 pairs of casual wear shoes, the 
m anufacture of w hich will be con­ 
tinued until and w hen arm y con­ 
tracts m ay be stepped up

Avoiding that run down feeling is 
a matter of being careful crossing 
the street. 
Up To The Driver 
It probably* will take some time 
for drivers of cars with automatic 
transmissions to realize that the 
engine still is a factor in the smooth­ 
ness of a car, or lack of it. I noticed 
that when one driver released the 
accelerator pedal in order to let the 
car shift to the higher of tw-o gears, 
there was a slight suggestion of 
roughness. He noticed it and be­ 
lieved 
that, 
perhaps, 
the 
trans­ 
mission 
was 
headed 
for 
trouble. 
Actually, the roughness was due to 
the motor itself which had loaded 
up with carbon and was timed a lit­ 
tle too far advanced for this con­ 
dition. Sometimes drivers try to get 
into overdrive on a hill and catch 
the motor offguard 
Even under­ 
drive may be too high a gearing for 
conditions 
and 
thus 
will 
cause 
strain. 
C hecks Dangerous Fumes 
Smell of crankcase vapors indi­ 
cates blow by the pistons and calls 
for at least keeping the stench from 
getting into the car. Examination 
of one car so afflicted revealed that 
there was a vent at the rear of the 
overhead valve cover. Fumes leak­ 
ing at this point were carried into 
the car around the clutch and brake 
pedals. The vent could not be sealed 


up without affecting ventilation of 
the engine, but by installing a de­ 
flector of metal at this point cir­ 
culation of air over the motor was 
used to carry the fumes away and 
keep them out of the car. 
In many cases the stench can be 
checked by cleaning out all the 
crankcase vents, including the oil 
filler pipe. 
The Motor Primer 
When we think of the cooling 
system most of us are inclined to 
envision the fan, radiator and water 
pump and let it go at that. But the 


I very metal of a motor is part of the 


j cooling process and the final coolant 
always is air. Take the connecting 
rods, for instance. If their bearing 
•urface 
metal, 
such 
as 
babbitt, 
doesn't make good contact with the 
metal of the rods there will be delay 
in transfer from the babbitt to the 
rod. That in itself may cause a bear- 
I ing to give aw-av and the rod to 
fail. Heat from the points ‘of the 
spark plugs travels up the shell, 


across to the engine head, through 
the threads and thence to the air as 
well as to the fluid coolant. The lon­ 
ger the plug the slower the process, 
hence the hotter the plug operates.

This asu- 
ally means that the fuel pump is 
weak. 
"If feeding raw gasoline to the 
intake of the carburetor results in 
the engine starting up again you 
can be doubly sure that the pumn 
has been failing. Often a weak pump 
will keep a car going around town 
where the engine Isn’t operating at 
peak, but will fail when the motor 
is started because choking causes 


such a high rate of fuel consump­ 
tion.” 
A lot more important than the 
efficiency of the cartridge for the 
oil filter is the way in which the oil 
flows and whether or not the filter 
shell has a drain plug. A filter can 
be excellent for trapping out and 
draining off sludge. Where there is 
no drain plug the sludge may get 
back into the system.
